A  Philosophy  of  Education

The  Student 

ii  UNIVERSITY  may  be  large  or  small, 
sprawling  or  compact,  its  operation  intri- 
cate or  simple.  But  whatever  it  is  and  does,  it 
must  act  in  terms  of  the  student.  For  he  is  the 
beginning  and  the  end  of  a  university.  What- 
ever his  virtues,  his  faults,  his  worth,  he  is  the 
subject  and  the  object  of  a  university;  he  is 
the  reason  why. 

An  outstanding  faculty  must  be  matched  and 
challenged  by  an  outstanding  student  body,  or 
the  educational  program  weakens  from  lack  of 
nourishment.  Students  at  a  university  must 
be  capable  of  full-fledged  membership  in  the 
academic  community.  Students  have  a  right 
to  demand  the  best  possible  education,  and  a 
university  has  a  duty  to  supply  it  and  to  de- 
mand the  best  possible  performance  in  return. 

The   Faculty   and   Staff 

QUALITY  of  faculty  is  the  best  single  yard- 
^  stick  for  measuring  the  real  worth  of  an 
institution  of  higher  learning.  Great  teachers 
and  scholars  make  great  universities.  They 
form  the  vital  human  nucleus  of  what  an  insti- 
tution is  and  can  be.  Students  of  high  quality 
are  drawn  to  them,  inspired  by  them,  and 
guided  by  their  example.

Brought  together  on  these  pages  arc  tltc 
introductory  paragraphs  which  were  set  in 
italics  at  the  beginning  of  each  of  the  10 
sections  of  Dr.  Heald's  report  as  president 
of  New  York  University  for  1955-56.  Pub- 
lished as  a  single  statement  here,  they  rep- 
resent the  philosophy  of  higher  education 
totcards  which  every  university  and  col- 
lege in  the  country  could  aim. 


This  union  of  teacher  and  student,  which 
sometimes  seems  almost  mystical,  was  the  basis 
of  higher  education  in  its  very  beginning.  And 
it  remains  so  today,  despite  all  the  valuable 
paraphernalia  of  the  modern  classroom  lecture 
hall  and  laboratory. 

'"The  teacher,"  said  Henry  Adams,  "affects 
eternity."  There  is  no  truer  measure  of  a  uni- 
versity than  its  faculty.  No  university  can  be 
greater  than  its  teachers. 

But  even  so,  higher  education  today  is  a 
team  enterprise,  and  a  superior  teaching  force 
must  be  backed  up  by  a  superior  staff  of  peo- 
ple who  serve  in  nonteaching  capacities.  The 
same  attractions  that  act  as  a  magnet  for  good 
students  and  good  teachers  also  appeal  to  qual- 
ified persons  who  serve  the  cause  of  education 
without  formally  entering  the  classroom.  A 
university  needs  qualified,  dedicated,  devoted 
people  in  every  part  of  its  total  program. 

The   Program 

THE  program  of  a  university  touches  in  some 
way  on  every  want,  need  and  struggle  of 
man.  It  embraces  the  universe  in  all  its  dimen- 
sions— physical,  moral  and  spiritual.  It  might 
seem  then  that  such  a  program  would  be  a 
more  or  less  static  thing,  unchanging  through 
the  centuries.  That,  however,  it  must  never 
become.  Mutability  is  the  law  of  life.  Man's 
wants,  needs  and  struggles  are  constantly 
modified.  A  university,  with  vigor,  imagina- 
tion and  depth  of  vision,  must  meet  that 
change;  indeed,  it  must  often  predict  it. 

Education,  research  and  community  service 
are  integral  parts  of  a  university  whole.  They 
are  linked  philosophically  and  operationally, 
with  teaching  and  scholarly  investigation 
strengthening  each  other  and  with  services  to 
the  community  flowing  out  of  the  combina- 
tion. To  consider  the  three  functions  as  iso- 
lated compartments  is  to  obscure  the  over-all 
design    and    purpose    of    a    university.     Their 
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coming  together  gives  a  university  a  program 
that  is  greater  than  the  sum  of  the  three.  We 
can  examine  each  of  the  parts,  but  we  must 
appreciate  their  essential  unity. 

Education 
K  UNIVERSITY  exists  to  provide  education 
at  its  highest  level.  Whatever  else  it  un- 
dertakes must  be  made  to  serve  as  a  supple- 
ment or  complement  of  this  function.  A  uni- 
versity's educational  program  is,  by  its  very 
nature,  conservative,  but  it  must  not  become 
static  or  it  will  lose  the  spirit  needed  to  moti- 
vate its  substance.  An  urban  university  is  in 
an  ideal  position  to  experiment,  to  draw  on  un- 
tapped resources,  to  combine  the  best  of  the 
old  with  the  best  of  the  promising  new.  By 
assessing  its  strengths,  current  and  potential, 
and  by  judiciously  adopting  measures  indi- 
cated by  this  inventory,  a  university  can  en- 
hance its  stature  as  a  respected  center  for 
higher  learning. 

There  are  two  obligations  that  must  be  met 
by  any  university  worthy  of  the  name.  It  must 
enable  the  student  to  gain  sufficient  skill  and 
information  in  a  chosen  field  so  that  he  may 
make  his  way,  however  humbly,  through  the 
realities  of  life.  And  it  must  give  him  at  the 
very  least  an  introduction  to,  a  curiosity  about, 
and  a  method  for  exploring  the  nature  of  man, 
the  great  issues  of  mankind  and  the  finest  that 
has  been  thought,  felt  and  said  through  the 
ages. 

Research 
TJESEARCH  is  an  adventure.  The  scholar  who 
undertakes  basic  research  is  somewhat  like 
the  man  who  climbs  mountains  because  they 


are  there.  Research  is  the  way  ahead,  the  little 
blurry  light  on  the  long  dark  path.  It  is  man's 
unceasing  quest  for  an  understanding  of  him- 
self, of  his  fellow  men,  of  the  world  he  lives 
in.  And  if  man  is  to  move  forward,  perhaps 
even  preserve  himself,  he  must  learn  more 
about  himself  and  his  environment.  It  is  a  uni- 
versity's privilege  and  responsibility  to  assist 
in  that  endeavor. 

Research  in  a  university  is  valuable  not  only 
for  what  it  gives  to  society — and  that  is  im- 
mense— but  also  for  what  it  contributes  to  the 
institution's  program  of  education.  Actually 
it  is  a  part  of  that  program,  providing  rare  ex- 
perience for  those  who  plan  to  pursue  it  as  a 
life's  work  and  rare  insight  for  those  who  do 
not. 

Community  Service 
\A/E  are  not  islands  entire  to  ourselves.  We 
live  in  the  world,  and  we  are  responsible 
for  improving  that  world  if  we  can.  A  univer- 
sity has  unique  opportunities  for  community 
service.  But  its  functions  are  not  those  of  a 
service  station  along  the  way.  They  are  valid 
only  as  they  relate  to  and  flow  from  education 
and  research.  Its  community  services  are  nat- 
ural and  logical  outgrowths  of  healthy,  well- 
planned  programs  of  education  and  research. 
Its  civic  and  cultural  contributions  are  inevi- 
table dividends  of  diverse  and  dedicated  ef- 
forts by   the   entire  university   family. 

A  university  serves  many  communities:  the 
community  of  scholarship — the  teacher,  the 
student,  the  alumnus;  the  community  based  on 
interest  in  the  professions  and  disciplines  and 
in  the  boundaryless  areas  of  human  knowledge 
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generally;  the  community  in  a  geographical 
sense — the  city,  state,  nation  and  world  and, 
to  an  extent  consistent  with  its  broader  re- 
sponsibilities, the  immediate  neighborhood  in 
which  it  is  located. 

The  Facilities 

II  UNIVERSITY  must  assemble  a  student 
body  and  a  faculty  of  the  highest  calibe 
it  can  attract.  It  must  devise  a  program  of  ed- 
ucation and  research  that  stimulates  and  chal- 
lenges their  intellect.  But  students,  faculty 
and  program  are  not  enough.  There  must  be 
adequate  facilities — buildings,  classrooms,  lab- 
oratories and  equipment — to  carry  the  program 
forward.  While  facilities  are  not  the  ends  of 
education,  they  are  one  of  the  means  by  which 
the  ends  can  be  reached. 

As  a  university  launches  new  programs,  or 
expands  services,  or  just  tries  to  do  better  the 
things  it  is  already  doing,  it  must  keep  its 
physical  plant  adequate  to  the  job.  Hard-used 
facilities  wear  out;  new  techniques  of  instruc- 
tion require  new  facilities;  impending  larger 
enrollments  require  new  space  and  equipment; 
Laboratories  need  more  complex  and  more  ex- 
pensive equipment.  Even  without  greater  num- 
bers of  new  programs,  a  better  job  requires 
new  or  improved  facilities. 

The  problem  of  facilities  will  not  wait. 
Either  it  is  faced  and  solved  with  reasonable 
dispatch,  or  it  breeds  new  problems  of  oper- 
ating inefficiency,  waste  of  human  and  finan- 
cial resources,  or  justifiable  unrest  on  the  part 
of  students  and  faculty.  An  aggressive  and 
comprehensive  program  of  facilities  expansion 
and  improvement  is  a  necessary  part  of  "doing 
business"  in  education. 

The   Alumnus 

THE  ultimate  continuing  strength  of  a  univer- 
sity rests  with  its  alumni.  Their  association 
is  ended  only  with  death,  and  even  then  new 
generations  of  alumni  provide  the  continuity 
that  perpetuates  a  university.  Its  officers  come 
and  go,  its  faculties  change,  its  programs  are 
modified,  and  its  buildings  are  replaced,  but 
its  alumni  maintain  a  lifelong  relationship  to 
their  university.  They  are  keepers  of  the  tradi- 
tion, preferred  stockholders  of  the  enterprise, 
the  mark  of  its  accomplishment. 

From  the  time  he  is  selected  as  an  under- 
graduate, the  alumnus  is  irrevocably  associated 
with  and  attached  to  his  university.  If  his  uni- 
versity gains  renown,  some  rubs  off  on  him.  If 
he  attains  prominence  and  success,  his  univer- 
sity basks  in  the  reflected  glory.  He  of  all 
people  has  the  greatest  stake  in  his  university. 
He  follows  its  progress  with  pride;  he  serves 
as  an  unofficial  ambassador  to  the  community; 
he  contributes  in  many  ways  to  its  leadership. 

A  university  has  a  responsibility  to  its  alum- 
ni, and  they  to  it.  If  an  alumnus  maintains  an 
intimate  association  with  his  institution  and 
an  intimate  knowledge  of  its  goals  and  prob- 


lems, the  chances  are  great  that  he  will  give 
it  his  assistance,  in  time,  efforl  .end  money,  In 
turn,  the  university  is  the  keeper  of  a  trust 
for  him.  It  must  never  give  him  real  causi  to 
regret  that  it  is  his  university.  Tins  is  the 
university-alumnus  relationship.  Both  the  uni- 
versity  and  the  alumnus  should  strive  to  reach 
it  and  keep  it. 

The    Trustee 

A  TRUSTEE  was  originally  described  as  a 
person  regarded  with  trust  or  to  whom 
something  was  entrusted.  That  definition  ap- 
plies to  the  trustee  of  an  educational  institu- 
tion, for  he  is  literally  entrusted  with  the  wel- 
fare of  the  institution.  His  position  is  one  of 
immense  responsibility.  It  always  requires  in- 
telligence, energy,  dedication,  objectivity,  and 
sometimes  it  asks  for  more — a  rare  vision  and 
a  high  degree  of  uncommon  courage. 

When  a  public-spirited  citizen  undertakes 
the  responsibility  of  helping  to  govern  a  uni- 
versity, he  should  recognize  that  his  duties 
transcend  the  mere  passing  on  of  administra- 
tive actions.  He  makes  basic  policy  decisions; 
he  guides  the  entire  program  of  the  university; 
he  becomes  intimately  involved  in  whatever 
projects  are  necessary  to  make  that  program 
successful.  The  trustee  of  a  dynamic  univer- 
sity has  a  working,  participating  role  to  play. 
The  welfare  of  the  institution  depends  on  his 
understanding  and  support,  his  leadership  and 
counsel.  A  university  led  by  a  group  of  men 
who  meet  this  challenge  is  a  fortunate  one 
indeed. 

The    Finances 

n  UNIVERSITY  today  needs  a  great  deal  of 
money.  How  much  it  can  acquire  and  how 
well  it  manages  its  financial  affairs  determine 
to  a  large  extent  the  degree  of  quality  it  can 
maintain. 

Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  said  that  "money, 
which  represents  the  prose  of  life,  and  which 
is  hardly  spoken  of  in  parlors  without  an  apol- 
ogy, is,  in  its  effects  and  laws,  as  beautiful  as 
roses."  Times  have  changed  since  then;  parlors 
today  are  suitable  places  for  mentioning 
money,  and  it  is  generally  agreed  that,  in 
higher  education,  without  Emerson's  prose  of 
life  there  could  be  no  poetry. 

While  a  university's  financial  problems  may 
differ  from  those  of  a  business  concern,  they 
are  less  different  than  is  commonly  believed. 
First,  there  must  be  an  adequate  amount  of 
money,  and,  second,  the  funds  must  be  handled 
in  a  businesslike  manner.  Students,  donors  and 
sponsors  of  research  have  a  right  to  expect 
efficient  use  of  the  money  they  give  or  invest. 
High-quality  education  is  an  expensive  com- 
modity that  is  invariably  sold  at  a  fraction  of 
its  price,  and  faculty  and  staff  have  a  responsi- 
bility to  make  every  dollar  go  as  far  as  possible 
in  the  right  direction.

received  an  honorary  doctor  of  divinity  degree. 
Other  honorary  degrees  went  to:  the  Rev.  Alli- 
son F.  Williams,  pastor  of  Atlanta's  Trinity 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the  baccalaureate 
speaker,  doctor  of  divinity;  and  Douglas  G. 
MacRae  of  Atlanta,  assistant  superintendent  of 
the  Fulton  County  schools,  doctor  of  laws. 

The  Senior-Alumni  Supper,  with  graduating 
seniors  as  special  guests  to  be  welcomed  offi- 
cially into  the  PC  Alumni  Association,  was 
held  as  part  of  the  commencement  program. 
Truesdell  spoke,  Alumni  Vice-President  Fran- 
cis M.  Hart  '29  of  Anderson  charged  the  seniors 
and  James  Hancock,  retiring  student  body 
president  from  Rock  Hill,  responded.

Alumni  Directors  Analyze  PC  Athletic  Program 


"OENTLEMEN,  it  seems  we're  at  the  cross- 
roads as  far  as  our  athletic  program  is 
concerned.  Either  we  raise  more  money  and 
continue  to  move  forward  or  we  will  be  forced 
to  cut  back  in  some  direction." 

Thus  spoke  J.  Marion  Kirven  '27  of  Colum- 
bia, immediate  past  president  of  the  PC 
Alumni  Association  and  former  star  football 
player  for  the  Blue  Hose,  at  the  recent  spring 
meeting  of  the  Association  board  of  directors. 

His  statement,  in  effect,  summed  up  the 
opinion  of  the  board  after  a  lengthy  four-hour 
session  attended  by  College  officials.  During 
this  meeting  it  was  noted  that  the  athletic  de- 
partment had  been  operating  at  a  financial 
loss  in  providing  its  various  publics  with  one 
of  the  best-rounded  small  college  programs  in 
the  nation. 

The  directors,  in  seeking  to  aid  the  situation, 
adopted  a  proposal  that  the  alumni  increase 
their  financial  assistance  to  the  Walter  John- 
son Club  to  $20,000  annually.  J.  J.  "Peck" 
Cornwall  '25  of  Clinton,  Johnson  Club  presi- 
dent, indicated  he  thought  his  amount  could 
be  raised  with  all-out  cooperation  because  all 
alumni  appreciate  the  value  of  such  an  out- 
standing program  in  the  education  and  leader- 
ship development  of  young  men. 

During  the  course  of  the  meeting,  Athletic 
Director  Walter  A.  Johnson  pointed  out  that 
many  PC  opponents  of  former  years  had  been 
forced  to  curtail  their  football  programs  be- 
cause of  the  high  costs  involved.

SPRING  PROGRAM 


Bill  Lufler-coached  Miami  squad  its  first  loss 
since  1952. 

Paced  by  John  Brownlow  of  South  Euclid, 
O.,  the  PC  tennis  team  posted  an  impressive 
record  of  13  wins  against  just  four  losses — 
trouncing  such  notables  as  Yale,  Princeton, 
Duke,  Michigan  State,  Cornell  and  Kalamazoo. 
The  Hosemen,  in  the  process,  annexed  their 
17th  straight  South  Carolina  tennis  title,  with 
Brownlow  as  the  individual  champion. 

Successful  defense  of  another  spring  cham- 
pionship was  staged  by  the  PC  golf  team.  The 
linksmen,  although  they  did  not  break  even 
with  a  5-6-1  record  for  the  season,  shot  torrid 
golf  in  the  state  tournament  to  bring  home  the 
Little  Four  title  for  the  second  straight  year. 
Warren  Mays  of  Thomasville,  Ga.,  captured 
top  honors  for  the  conference. 

Presbyterian  trackmen  also  performed  well 
with  the  chips  down,  being  nosed  out  for 
second  place  in  the  30th  annual  state  meet  in 
the  final  event.  Clemson  took  the  champion- 
ship with  53  points;  followed  by  South  Caro- 
lina, with  42-%;  PC,  38-%;  Furman,  19;  Citadel, 
12;  and  Wofford,  V\.  PC's  Delane  Johnson  of 
Spartanburg  led  the  meet  scoring  with  10 
points  earned  by  victories  in  the  100  and  220- 
yard  dashes.  Two  other  Hose  champions  of  the 
day  were  pole-vaulter  Richard  Johnson  of 
Thomasville,  Ga.  (now  deceased,  see  obitu- 
aries) and  broad-jumper  Curtis  Lindner  of 
Decatur,  Ga.

Frank  Jones,  whose  Decatur  High  teams 
have  won  championships  six  of  the  last  eight 
years,  succeeds  Bill  Crutchfield  to  become  the 
Blue  Hose'  fourth  head  football  coach  since 
1915.  Coming  with  him  as  an  assistant  in 
charge  of  the  line  and  as  head  baseball  coach 
is  Clyde  Ehrhardt,  a  star  center  on  the  Uni- 
versity of  Georgia  bowl  teams  of  the  early 
194()'s  whose  experience  also  includes  three 
years  as  a  player  with  the  professional  Wash- 
ington Redskins. 

Both  men  hold  Master's  degrees,  and  Jones 
has  done  considerable  work  toward  his  doc- 
torate. They  have  worked  together  at  Decatur 
for  the  past  three  years.  Jones  has  directed 
the  program  there  since  1951,  was  named  the 
top  coach  in  Region  4  AAA  two  years  and 
Georgia  high  school  "coach  of  the  year"  once, 
and  he  has  been  selected  to  coach  the  North 
squad  in  the  annual  All-Star  game  in  August.

Miss  Virginia  Neville  '09,  a  daughter  of  early 
PC  president  Dr.  William  G.  Neville,  died  in 
Greenville,  S.  C,  on  April  11,  1957,  after  a  pro- 
longed illness. 

Widely  recognized  for  her  work  with  the 
hard  of  hearing,  she  had  studied  lip  reading  in 
New  York,  Cleveland  and  Augusta,  Ga.,  and 
taught  in  Charlotte  before  going  to  Greenville 
in  1931.  Here  she  continued  work  until  her 
final  illness,  aiding  children  and  adults  with 
speech  and  hearing  handicaps. 

Her  useful  life  also  saw  her  teaching  Eor 
several  years  as  a  missionary  to  China,  and 
prior  to  that  she  had  worked  for  nine  years  in 
mission  work  in  the  North  Georgia  mountains 
at  Nacoochee  Institute. 

A  native  of  Cokesburg,  S.  C,  Miss  Neville 
studied  at  the  Biblical  Seminary  in  New  York 
alter  graduating  from  Presbvterian  College  in 
1909.

Dr.  Samuel  Hewitt  Fulton,  class  of  1920  and 
for  27  years  pastor  of  the  Laurinburg  (N.C.) 
Presbyterian  Church,  died  on  May  19  after  a 
brief  illness.     He  was  57. 

An  all-round  outstanding  individual,  he  fin- 
ished PC  as  first  honor  man  scholastically  and 
is  remembered  as  one  of  the  college's  all-time 
greats  in  athletics.  After  receiving  his  BA 
degree  from  here,  he  earned  his  bachelor 
divinity  in  1942. 

Dr.  Fulton  was  a  native  of  Darlington,  S.  C,

Presbyterian  churches  for  eight  years  before 
going  to  Laurinburg  in   L930.

Earl  Samuel  Fit/.,  Jr.,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  class 
of  1950,  was  killed  in  a  freak  automobile  acci- 
dent  on   September    12,    1956. 

His  small  automobile  apparently  fell  on  top 
of  him  from  a  lift  on  the  Lewes-Rehoboth 
Canal  near  Lewes,  Del.  He  was  found  pinned 
beneath  the  vehicle  by  a  passing  fisherman 
and  was  rushed  to  a  nearby  hospital,  where 
he  was  pronounced  dead  upon  arrival.  Physi- 
cians said  he  suffered  a  crushed  chest. 

Fitz  was  studying  for  his  doctor  of  philoso- 
phy degree  at  the  University  of  Delaware.  He 
was  engaged  in  research  work  at  the  univer- 
sity's marine  laboratories  and  was  to  have 
joined  the  faculty  this  year. 

He  attended  Presbyterian  College  for  two 
years,  1946-48,  then  transferred  to  Drake  Uni- 
versity to  receive  his  BA  degree  in  1950.  He 
earned  his  Master's  at  Delaware.  Prior  to  en- 
tering PC,  Fitz  served  with  the  Seabees  in 
Alaska  for  two  years  during   World   War  II. 

He  is  survived  by  his  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Earl  S.  Fitz  of  Hanover,  and  three  sisters. 

Richard  Johnson  '57 

Richard  Johnson,  Presbyterian  College  sen- 
ior from  Thomasville,  Ga.,  died  on  May  15  at 
the  Greenville  (S.C.)  General  Hospital  follow- 
ing an  operation  for  internal  injuries  suffered 
in  a  campus  softball  game. 

Just  a  week  before,  this  star  athlete  was  be- 
ing acclaimed  as  the  new  South  Carolina  pole 
vault  champion.  He  had  won  the  event  at  13 
feet  and  almost  established  a  new  state  record 
in  the  annual  state  track  and  field  meet. 

Johnson  was  injured  while  playing  first  base 
in  a  pickup  softball  game,  colliding  with  a 
player  running  to  the  base.  An  operation  be- 
came necessary,  and  during  the  operation  his 
heart  suddenly  became  adversely  affected.  He 
lapsed  into  a  critical  condition,  from  which  he 
died  four  days  later. 

Johnson.  22.  and  popular  with  his  classmates, 
had  spent  the  past  four  years  as  a  student  at 
PC.  He  was  to  have  been  graduated  on  June 
3,  and  the  College  awarded  his  diploma  post- 
humously at  this  time,  because  he  had  com- 
pleted all  requirements  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  is  survived  by  his  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  F.  S.  Johnson  of  Thomasville.  and  six 
brothers  and  sisters.
